McKinley a. they entered the special ™* «£«t 
train iu waiting to convey them to ncc8pt ,ny 
Washington. Tho people ol the city •• 
teemed to have turned out en masse to 
do honor to their distinguished neigh- 
bors anflfriends whoso long have been 
regarded with the greatest love and es- 
teem, and who by tbe honors they nave 
won in tho nation have done so much 
to attract favorable attention lo Canton. 
Mo lines were drawn in the large con- 
couree of people which followed the 
McKinley carriage to the tram and sur- 
rounded tbe station to mingle their 
cheera in the mighty rounds which 
echoed above tho din ol tho train as it 
disappeared in the east. 
Young and old, rich aud poor, richly 


gowned aud humbly clad, lowly and 
illluent, people of all political convic- 
tions, oi all creeds, oi all social planes, 
touched elbows aud jostled each other 
about In tho mighty throng which eur- 
roundod tlie Pennsylvania station, each 
seeking some point of vantage for o last 
look at the spending party, and each 
Bood natured aud indifferent to the per- 
sonal discomfort experienced through 
the movements ol others.

The day dawned with that blustery 


quality ul March weather which brooks 
no good to 
prearranged 
programs.

II. L. Kuuns his chiel ol staff. They 
eoon brought order out ol chaos in the 
assembled multitude, and more devoted 
escort man never had than that which 
shortly helore 7 o'clock marched to the 
McKinley home. A platoon of white 
gloved policemen headed the line and 
back o! this c»mc tlio Canton troops.
